ONE OF THE ADVANTAGES of living in the present century would 
appear to be a growing tendency for men and women to enjoy a longer 
life span, Life insurance officials report from time to time on this subject 
and figures given by them show that the life expectancy of the average 
person has increased considerably since the beginning of this century, One 
firm reported that since 1912 the average length of life of industrial policy 
holders had increased by twenty-one years. 


The rate for industrial policy 
holders is reported to be slightly higher than for the general population, 
but no doubt figures for this group would represent the general trend.

Man. Experiences 
Worst Harvesting 
Year Since 1900 


WINNIPEG. — Manitoba agricul- 
tural experts said the current har- 
vesting season rivals 1900 as the 
most unfavorable in the history of 
the province. 

Between 15 and 20 per cent, of the 
Manitoba crop was still to be har- 
vested on Oct. 26, the provincial ag- 
riculture department reported, 

Most of the unharvested crop lie 
in the southwest, west and northern 
sections of the province. 


Main cause of the poor harvest is 
said continuous unfavorable weather 
conditions including several snow- 
falls, 

Officials estimated that not more 
|than 20 per cent. of the crop in the 
rich Swan River valley country has 
been harvested to date, 

In 1900 records show that farmers 
fi ally got their break in good weath- 
er on Oct. 7. This year, poor weather 
has generally prevailed throughout 
the last two months. 

At least 90 per cent of the prov- 
ince’s sugar beet crop has been har- 
vested so far,

Grease tops, 
cover and let rise until doubled 
in bulk. Bake in hot oven, 400°, 
for 20 mins., then reduce oven 
heat to moderate, 350°, and bake 
about 20 minutes longer.

WASHINGTON. — Suppose that 
someone down the block from you 
caught smallpox. What would you 
do? 

That’s easy. You'd go to the doc- 
tor and be vaccinated against small- 
pox. And you'd feel safe—with good 
reason, 

Only a few years ago, in 1947, a 
man found to have smallpox mingled 
with New York City’s teeming mil- 
lions. Within a few days more than 
6,000,000 people were vaccinated. 
Only 12 caught the highly contagious 
disease, 

We take it for granted that when 
our doctors buy vaccines and ser- 
ums for us, they will be safe and 


potent—that they will protect us|- 


from disease, 

In many nations of the world 
people do not have this easy assur- 
ance and we did not always have it 
in Canada or the United States, Bio- 
logic products, as vaccines and ser- 
ums are called, are made with death- 
dealing living organisms, Unless these 
oragnisms are properly “inactivated”, 
and unless certain other substances 
are kept out, they are dangerous. 
Biologics can kill as well as cure, and 
they require careful laboratory pro- 
cedures. 

The easy assurance with which we 
trust our lives to biological products 
from the corner drug store is due in 
large measure to 50 years of patient, 
painstaking work of the public health 
services in Canada and the U.S. 
Their efforts may have saved your 
life. 

The range of biologics is tremen- 
dous. It includes hundreds of prep- 
arations from the common smallpox 
vaccine to the rare cobra venom used 
as a pain killer, All have one thing 
in common, They are prepared from 
living organisms, 

No firm may send biologics across 
state lines in the U.S. until its equip- 
ment, methods and products have 
been rigidly tested and licensed by 
the Biologics Control laboratory, 
which works closely with public 
health organizations in Canada and 
other countries, 

Every man in all theatres of ac- 
tion during World War II received 
shots for tetanus, typhoid fever and 
smallpox. In addition, tremendous 
quantities of typhus, yellow fever, 
cholera, diphtheria and plague vac- 
cines were required. Vaccines for 
rare tropical diseases, such as Jap- 
anese Encephalitis unknown in North 
America, had to be developed—and in 
a hurry. The lives of fighting men 
depended on it. The Biological Con- 
trol lab supervised all this activity. 

Today, in co-operation with the 
U.S. armed forces, the Biologics Con- 
trol lab is interested in developing 
vaccines for diseases found in Korea. 

The Biologics Control laboratory 
performed a major wartime job in 
setting up standards for human blood 
and plasma. Through licensing, it 
supervised the supply of blood and 
plasma from blood donations made to 
the Red Cross. More than 13,000,000 
vials of blood were processed by plas- 
ma and serum albumin—by far the 
largest undertaking of this sort in 
history. This work continues. 

Development of a rabies vaccine 
which is safe in all cases seems to 
be the latest feather in the cap of 
the Biologics Control laboratory, 

Today when someone is bitten by 
a dog which has escaped and cannot 
be given a medical examination to 
learn if it has rabies, a difficult prob- 
lem is posed for the doctor. 

Does the dog have rabies?

Fewer Sweets, 
Sound Nutrition 
Cut Tooth Decay 


Experimental evidence cited by Dr. 
Gordon Nikiforuk in the current is- 
sue of Health indicates a strong re- 
lationship between sugar and tooth 
decay. He adds, however, that it 
does not necessarily follow that 
people who eat sugar will suffer from 
tooth decay, any more than all people 
who are exposed to the tubercule 
bacilli will inevitably contract tuber- 
culosis. Sugar is one of the impor- 
tant factors, but it is not the only 
factor, 

“Tooth decay is a complex process 
influenced by many factors, some of 
which are not fully understood,” 
writes Dr. Nikiforuk, who is associate 
professor of pedodontics of the 
Faculty of Dentistry, University of 
Toronto, “A more complete explana- 
tion of all observed clinical facts will 
only be possible when, through re- 
search, we learn more about such 
factors as the influence of saliva, 
tooth structure and tooth substance, 
prenatal tooth development, and sys- 
temic conditions as they are related 
to dental health.” 

There is reason to hope, accord- 
ing to this article in the Health 
League of Canada’s official magazine, 
that within the next few decades re- 
search will develop a method by 
which tooth decay may be prevented. 

“In the meantime a reduction in 
sweets is sound advice,” says Dr. 
Nikiforuk. ‘And when this is cou- 
pled with sound nutritional habits 
and good oral hygiene, Canadians will 
enjoy better dental health,” 

The following dietary guides are 
offered in the magazine as a means 
of reducing tooth decay: 

1—An appetite for sweet foods can 
be acquired by children at an early 
age. Therefore it is important to re- 
frain from excessive sweets during

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Black Chaff 


A minor bacterial disease of 
wheat known as “Black Chaff” 
is very evident in Alberta this 
year because of the prolonged 
moist, cool weather. This con- 
dition has been ‘mistaken for 
black rust in some parts of this 
district. The brown or black 
spots, which appear on the stem 
and head chaff of wheat gives it 
a black appearance. It has been 
identified as “Black Chaff.” 

Samples of the affected wheat 
Were taken from fields in the 
Huxlay and Elnora area. ‘They 
were sent to Dr. A.W. Henry, 
Professor of Plant Pathology, 
University of Alberta. He states 
ihat the samples were not affec- 
ted appreciably with rust but 
rather with a bacterial disease 
known as Black Chaff. The That- 
cher samples appear to be affec- 
ted as well with the fungus dis- 
ease known as Glume Blotch, a 
less serious dilsease than Black 
Chaff. Both Saunders and That- 
cher wheat are known to be 
quite susceptible to Black Chaff 
whereas Redman is known to be 
moderately resistant. The wet 
season has been especially fav- 
orable for Black Chaff.

Nanaimo is the second oldest city 

in British Columbia and the second

name was. changed to Nanaimo, an 
Indian term meaning home of the 
five bands, forming a loose confed- 
eracy. ® 
| As the demand for coal grew, so 
|did the town. It was incorporated 
in 1874. 

There are 29 factories in the city 
now, including lumber mills, a new 
pulp mill, and herring fisheries. The 
area around the city is good dairy 
and mixed farming land. Trout fish- 
ing and deer hunting attract tour- 
ists. During the Second World War, 


Nanaimo was the site of an important 
army training camp and depot. 
{| At Departure Bay two miles north 


of Nanaimo, is the federal govern- 
|ment’s Pacific 3iological Station, 


where scientists conduct important 
research which aids particularly the 
fishing industry. They study the life 
of the salmon, trout, cod, crabs, 
clams and oysters, the occurrence and

Hichway Vital Link 


EDMONTON, — The Mackenzie highway, a vital link with 
Canada's northland, reached farther into the Northwest Territories 
than any other highway in Canada. Only the Alaska highway 
extends farther north, but it enters the Yukon without touching 
the Northwest Territories, and doesn’t link with important indus- 


tries of the area, 


The all-weather Mackenzie high- 
way stretches across muskeg, forests 
and farmlands for 384 miles from 
Grimshaw near Peace River in Al- 
berta to Hay River on Great Slave 
Lake in the Northwest Territories. 

It is a vital, supply route for 
northern industry, carrying mining 
machinery, provisions and supplies to 
the north and shipments of fish, 
grain, fur and lumber to the rail port 
of Grimshaw. It is also an impor- 
tant outlet for gold from Yellowknife 
and uranium from Port Radium on 
Great Bear Lake, 

Large trucks now deliver supplies 
to the doorsteps of traders who once 
waited weeks for them to be freight- 
ed along the Peace River or carried 
by winter tractor-train. The truck 
cargoes are moved on to Yellowknife 
and points on the Mackenzie river 
by boat from Hay River, 

Homesteaders in Alberta’s far 
north use the highway to carry har- 
vests to elevators. Areas around 
Manning, Keg River and Fort Ver- 
milion have become increasingly im- 
portant as agricultural centres and 
last year alone marketed more than 
600,000 bushels of wheat and 200,000 
bushels of coarse grain. 


Great Slave Lake is Canada’s 
greatest supplier of fresh-water fish. 
Last year about 8,000,000 pounds of 
whitefish and lake trout, valued at 
$612,000, were hauled from Hay Riv- 
er down the Mackenzie highway 
while only about 1,000,000 pounds 
were carried by the water route, 

Formerly limited supplies of fish 
were taken only in summer from the 
northern lake and transported by 
water down the Slave and Athabaska 
rivers to waterways on the Athabas- 
ka river. Winter fishing now ac- 
counts for almost half the total an- 
nual catch.

Trappers and traders have been 
brought closer to Peace River towns 
and are Within easy reach of hospital 
and medical services. 

Tourists seeking new horizons 
travelled the highway last summer, 
stopping to view two of the north's 
scenic spots—the Louise and Alex- 
andra Falls. Both are located on the 
Hay River, within the Northwest Ter- 
ritories, 

Construction of the highway was 
started in October of 1946 and com- 
pleted in 1948, Preliminary surveys 
had begun in 1938 and were carried 
on during the winters of 1938-39-40 
in an effort to find a winter road for 
tractor-trains, 

The winter road was used during 
the winter months until the all- 
weather highway was builf, Parties 
set out in 1945 to survey the terrain 
for the Mackenzie highway. They 
followed the same general route of 
the winter road, detouring around 
muskeg and swamp areas, 

Construction of the $4,300,000 high- 
way was a joint effort of the federal 
and Alberta governments. The 303 
miles in Alberta were paid for joint- 
ly while the 81 miles in the North- 
west Territories was a Dominion gov- 
ernment project, 

Maintenance graders and trucks 
keep the road in condition during 
summer months and two snow plows 
keep it open during the winter.
